The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for the week ending the 21at October 1950 relate to 141 
towns with an estimated population of 20,011 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 233 and their population is 28,421 
< thousands. Thus 61% of the total number of towns 
representing 70% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 12,828 and 5,847 representing birth and 
death rates of 33-3 and 15 • 2 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(A) States (Parts A and O ). — The data here relate to 118 
towns with an estimated population of 17,690 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bihar and Madras oould not 
be included. The total number of towns is 201 and their 
population is 24,608 thousands. Thus 58% of the total 
number of towns representing 72% of the total population is 
covered. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in theq^ towns were 11,519 and 5,199 representing birth 


and death rates of 33*9 and 15 *3 per thousand of population 
respectively. The table at the end gives the position by 
States. 

Pandharpur in Bombay was the only town which had a 
high death rate of 57 * 8 per thousand of population and this 
high death rate was largely due to deaths from fevers and 
respiratory diseases. 

(B) States (Part B ). — The data here relate to 25 towns 
witn an estimated population of 2,321 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 32 and their population Is 3,753 
thousands. Thus 78% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 62% of the total population is covered. The 
numbers of births and deaths reoorded in those towns were 
1,309 and 648 representing birth and death rates of 29*2 
and 14 *5 per thousand of population respectively. 

No town reoorded a high death rate of 50 or over per 
thousand of population.
